JAPAN.

The Japanese Government has paid into the hanis of 
the representatives of the four Powers the sum of $500,000, 
forming one-sixth of the indemnity stipulated to be paid 
under the Simonoscki Convention. A second payment of 
the same amount will become due, under the terms of the con- 
vention, after a period of three months, 

The Jepan Times, noticed in our last, has been issued under 
the editorship, we believe, of Mr. Rickerby, late of Bombay, and 
for some time manager of the Central Bank of India at Yoko- 
hama, but we have not received a copy. The following is from 
the Japan Herald :—The absence of the Tycoon from Yedo 
seems completely to banish any possibility of incidents arising 
in the capital or in our neighbourhood the recital of which 
would have auy interest for readers ata distance. Yet the past 
fortnight has not been absolutely barren. First, we have un- 
doubted intelligence of the discovery of a plot to assassinate 
the young Tycoon. Iteports leads to the belicf that there is but 
little chance of the Tycoon’s returning to Yedo for several 
months,and the consequences of his absene>, are very severely 
felt by the citizens. The Tycoon is, at this time, going through 
an ordeal which will put all his energies and wisdom, and the 
wisdom and energies of his councillors and the friends of his 
Government to the test. His enemies are very many and 
powerful, and it is quite likely that the Daimio Hondha Shizen- 
no-sho is not the only unscrupulous one amongst them. It is 
said that Choshiu is actnally about making his submission ; but 
this may or may not be, as the Tycoon is said to have expressed 
his surprise at the number of friends who had rallied 
round the recusant Daimio, and declared that had 
he expected such a gathering against him, he would 
not have left Yedo. Such are the“ on dits” floating about, 
but if there be any certain intelligence of importance, it is trea- 
sured up in the deepest recesses of official impenetrability. 

Meanwhile, our representatives are not idle. The American 








Charge d’Affaires still continues to reside in Yedo. The 
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British Minister repeatedly goes up, and remains a few days 
each tite ; and the Minister of France, having recently re- 
turned from Atamo, whither he had been for the benefit of the 
Daths, paid the Gorogio a visit at the capital the day after he 
returned to Yokohama. The result of the various interviews 
with the Gorogio is only partially known; but what is 
made public is most important. The trade in silkworms’ 
eggs, now a vory large and increasing one, had been 
entirely prohibited up to a few months back. ‘The probibi- 
tion was then removed, but it was only possible to purchase the 
precious seed through two of the native merchants licensed by 
the Government. ‘These fellows were supported by the native 
authorities in all sorts of rascalities in their dealing with 
foreigners, and were even forbidden to sell to them, unless 
they produced a Consular permission to buy. All this is now 
at an end. One of the favoured merchants has “ bolted ”— 
but the trade is fairly thrown open, and any European may buy 
of any Japanese quite freely. Tho Gorogio declared that the 
restrictions were quite unknown to them, that they had been 
imposed by the Custom-house authorities at Kanagawa-Yoko- 
hama, and to mark their displeasure, the Governor of Kanagawa 
is dismissed and disgraced. 

The men-of-war in the harbour ‘are—English: Princess 
Royal, Argus, Leopard, Bouncer, and Kestrel. French: Dupleix 
and Kien Chan. Dutch: Zoutman, 

Tho case of Alt and Co., charterers of the Norfolk, for Naga- 
saki, had been settled by arbitration, and the charterers ab- 
solved from liatility, owing to the detention of the vessel; but 
no damages were allowed, to which we think they wore justly 
entitled, 

NAGASAKI. 

Dates are down to the 13th Sept. The correspondent of the 
North China Herald writes that H.M.S. Rattler arrived on the 
12th Sept., to relieve the Barossa, which latter vessel was to 
have left with the Osprey, for Shanghai, on or about the 16th. 
On the Barossa’s arrival she will relieve the Perseus, and will 
wait here until the arrival of Sir R. Alcock, whom she will con- 
duct to the Peiho, the Osprey remaining in Shanghai. On 
the return of the Barossa, the Osprey will sail for Nagasaki. 
The Perseus returns to Yokohama, but will call at Nagasaki to 
pick up the gunboat Bustard, and carry her to Yokohama, 
The Havoc, daily expected from Hong Kong, will remain at 
Nagasaki. The Leopard proceeds to Singapore, and the Scylla 
relieves the Pelorus at Amoy, the Pelorus rejoining the squadron 
at Japan, having left Amoy on the 20th September. ‘The 
Argus has goue to Hakodadi. 


CHINA. 
SHANGHAI 

The dates are down to the 20th Scpt., or two days later 
than per French naail. 

It appears that some of tho native merchants still hesitate 
to employ foreign tonnage, and tho trade in wood from Foo- 
Chow is likely to be stopped. 

On the steamer Fudien, Captain Johnson (an American), we 
extract the following from the Worth China Herald :— 

“The ‘Fukien ease’ no doubt still remains fresh in the 
memory of our readers as one of the recent causes celebres in 
Shanghai, The imaputation cast on the Hong Kong Govern- 
ment by the concluding paragraph of the finding, has called for 
an energetic protest on the part of the colouial authorities, 
The ofticials on whom the blame fell, not only vindicate them- 
solves from the charge of carelessness, but prove with the 
utmost clearness that Captain Johuson’s right to sail tbe steamer 
was, in fact, conferred on him by the Shanghai Consulate after 
the Hong Kong Government had refused to enter his name 
on the register. Yet the Consular officer who sat on the 
Court, and united in condemning the Hong Kong Government 
for allowing the /ukien to clear, is entrusted with the supervision 
of the shipping department, aud regularly cleared her himself 
on each of her outward trips, It is further pointed out that 
the Hong Kong Government, in refusing in the first instance to 
inscribe Captain Johnson's name on the new register, and the 
Shanghai Consulate, in clearing the Fukien although her 
Captain was not in possession of an English certificate, acted 
in accordance with the regulations respectively governing the 
procedure of each. But the finding of the Naval Court proves 
that this correct action on the part of the Consulate was in 
this particular case the result of accident, in other words, the 
the result of neglecting an aix-drawa ordiuance which, bad it 
existed clsewhere than in the imagination of the Consular 








officer referred to, would have rendered his conduct in constantly 
clearing the Fuwkien open to official censure. We are not 
surprised, thereforo, to find that the] Hong Kong Government 
accuses the members of the Naval Court of ignorance 
of the very Act which mado their proceedings legal. Tho 
points commented on in the notification are ideutical with 
those brought forward by the directors of the Shanghai Steam 
Navigation Company at the time of the investigation, and that 
com pany is therefore, on the high authority of the Hong Kong 
Government, held blameless. ‘The clauses in{the finding which 
relate to Captain Johnson's seamanship have already been dis- 

cussed by himself and others, but the important question of 
his right to navigate the steamer has been definitively set at 
rest. We, therefore, congratulate the directors ou the removal 
of the imputation of want of judgment cast on them by the 
now celebrated fiuding of the Naval Court.” 

Tho same journal gives us a continuation of the outrage at 
Chinkiang, detailed in our last. The examination which was 
undertaken by the Chinese and foreign authorities subse~ 
quently elicited the following facts which tend to throw light 
on the sad occurrence :— 

‘On Friday, the 1st Sept., a Chinaman who was passing the 
mat house where the attack took place, was assaulted and 
bitten by a dog belonging to Lewis, one of the wounded men. 
The man, in self-defence, threw a brick at the dog. On seeing 
this Lewis pursued aud beat him. Smarting under tho senso 
of insulted dignity, and perhaps sore bones, the Chinaman, who 
hhad been an officer of braves, went at once to an opium-shop in 
the city, where he found some soldiers of the city garrison. The 
latter sympathised with him, and agreed to make a night attack 
on the offending foreigner and obtain their revenge. Excited by 
opium and samshoo, and under the leadership of the man who 
had been flogged, they broke into the mat house early on Satur- 
day morning, expecting to find Lewis alone, but Pickemell and 
Filleul being unfortunately asleop in the house, they also fell 
victims. The leader was arrested a few days after the attack, 
having been traced by asword that was dropped during the 
scuffle, and was executed on the 9th inst., but not before he 
fully confessed his share in the outrage, and the motive 
that led to it. ‘Two days afterwards ono of his accomplices 
also was executed on the spot where the murder took place.. 
Three hundred of Kuo Sung-ling’s disciplined troops, headed 
by a blue-button mandarin, were in attendance and gave three 
cheers when the culprit’s head was struck off, This man also 
made a full confession before he dicd. The others, who are 
known to have been concerned, have made their escape to the 
north bank of the river, but the native authorities having 
offered rewards for their apprehension, it is to be hoped that 
they will eventually be captured and punished. None of the 
soldicrs under Generals Yang and Kuo have been proved to 
have had anything to do with the attack. 

It is satisfactory to be able to state, that from the time of 
the murder the native civil and military authorities did their 
best to get to}the bottom of the affair. As a matter of course, 
the foreign commuuity was deeply moved by the occurrence of 
so glaring an outrage, aud various schemes for defence were 
canvassed, A meeting was held on the 4th inst. in order to 
express sympathy with the wounded men, and the hope that. 
tho offenders would be brought to justice and condign punish~ 
ment. 

Although, as we have said, the native authorities exerted 
all their encrgies to discover the perpetrators of this crime, it 
cannot be denied that to their carelessness the sad event. 
which has consigned one foreigner to the grave and mutilated 
another tfor life, must be attributed. So large a body of 
undisciplined troops should not have been permitted to 
encawp in the vicinity of a small foreign community, much 
less to pitch tents in such a manner as to surround and 
overlook the foreign settlement. So keen is the feeling of 
insecurity caused by the proximity of native soldiers that 
when, ‘some two months ago, the Governor-General issued 8 
notification calling on all compradores of foreign hongs 
and Chinese merchants in general to desert the left 
bank of the river, and settle on the city side, so as to 
leave the left bank free for the Government salt trade, the only 
objection made by the natives was the danger of living in the 
vicinity of ten thousand troops. From this it abundantly ap- 
pears that not ouly are the lives and property of foreigners and 
natives endangered, but # rapidly rising trade is seriously in- 
terfered with. It was not strange that the framers of the 
treaty of Tientsin overlooked the necessity for guarding egainst 
such an eventuality, else there would surely have beon a voto

placed on the conversion of an open port into a Chinese garri- 
gon, As the matter stands, sufficient proof has been given that 
the presence of troops is extremely dangerous, and the recent 
murder affords ground for a strong remonstrance on the part of 
the foreign Ministers at Peking. No doubt the English Consul 
at Chinkiang will represent this tothe Minister, and thus pro- 
duce the extinction of one fertile source of ill-feeling between 
natives and foreigners. 

Lewis and Filleul were both brought to Shanghai for medi- 
cal treatment. The former has since died of dysentery, and 
the latter lies in a most precarious state. ‘ 

Although the period of the first attack on Taitsang by Hol- 
land is now somewhat remote, many of our readers will recol- 
lect the circumstances which- attended that ill-omened expedi- 
tion. In brief, they were as follows:—On the 10th February, 

1863, Holland, at the head of 2,500 men and 22 guns, leit 
Sung Kong for Taitsing, where he arrived onthe 13th. Having 
neglected to reconnoitre the ground, he found himself, as soon 
as the assault commenced, surrounded by difficulties so des- 
perate that he was compelled to retreat with the loss of 
several hundred men, five officers, and two guns, The excuse 
given at the time was that the Mandarins had asserted that 
the city was bought over and would be surrendered on the first 
appearance of the Imperial troops. Holland, believing this 
statement, neglected the usual precautions, and laid himself 
open to very severe criticism on his strategic skill, and even, in 
some quarters, on his personal courage. Tho impression which 
prevailed at the time was that the city had in reality been 
Bought over, and that the subsequent conduct of the garrison 
‘was an instance of gross treachery on the part of the rebels, 
All united in condemning the knavery of the Chang Maos and 

" the ingenious viridity of the English commander. A new light 
has, however, been of late thrown upon tho Taitsang affair, It 
will be remembered that the Chung Wang in his auto- 
graphic deposition stated that the city was given up to 
him by one Li Wen-ping, a Canton Mandarin. The rea- 
son for Li’s defection from the Imperial cause was that his 
troops had not been paid for three months, and both they and 
he were anxious for a new state of things. Li himself became 
arebel, and was sulsequently placed by the Chung Wang in 
command at Taitsang. Here he determined to change sides 
again, and accordingly visited Li-san-ta-jen’s camp and arranged 
about giving over the city. Meanwhile the Chung Wang got 
wind of his proceedings, and hastening to Taitsang anticipated 
his treachery by cutting off his head. “The devils,” says tho 
Chung Wang, “reaclied Taitsang and so did I.” From the 
time of his arrival the Chung Wang himself took command, 
and thus the welcome which the Futai’s brother and Holland, 
with the disciplined Chinese, received, was not a piece of 
treachery, as has up to the present been imagined, but the 
result of the Chung Wang’s discovery of Li’s infidelity, Al- 
though this explanation affords no excuse for the neglect shown 
by the English and Chinese commanders of the disciplined 
troops, it is valuable inasmuch as it rebuts what we believe was 
the only apparently well-founded imputation of deliberate 
treachery on the part of the rebel leaders, 

The Hsiao Tai, or Literary Commissioner,sent down to con- 
duct tho examination of candidates for civil aud military de- 
grees, was to have commenced the exercise of his functions at 
Soochow onthe 15ih Sept. It was found, however, that 
although several carJidatesfor civil hsiutsai-ships presented 
themselves, there was no one ambitious of the corresponding 
military grade. The commissioner therefore altered hia route, 
and will now visit the other cities wherein examinations are to 
be held, closing his circuit at Soochow in order to allow of the 
Preparation of asufficient number of military aspirants. Such 
An occurrence has, we believe, never before taken place in time 
of peace. 

The fate of Burzevine still creates some interest, but the 
Officers sent to inquire into the circumstances of his death have 
as yet discovered notiiing of importance, The following facts 
relating to his last visit to China have lately been published. 
Itis well known that constitutionally Burgevine was particularly 
Bensitive to the action of alcoholic liquors, the smallest quantity 
Of spirits appearing to put him completely beside himself, Of 
late, unfortunately, ho had indulged moro freely than was ab 
all prudent, and cous quently for a considerable time before he 
left Japan be was in a state of excitement bordering on mad- 
ness, To him, tired of the quiet of existence at Yokohama, 
and anxious to behold other scenes, the offer of a pas- 
Sage from Kanagawa to Simonoseki was most welcome.

The Fei-pang, a steamer held for spcculaticn by her 
owners, was going down to Simonosvki to pick up 
any engagement likely to prove profitable, or to be sold. 
Report states that on her arrival there Choshiu, who had 
heard of the extremely ill-grounded terror wherewith Burge- 
vine’s name was greeted in China, offered him an important 
post in the army he was then engaged in levying ayainst the 
Tycoon. Thais proposition was not fivally accepted, as Burge- 
vine wished to return to Yokohama before deciding on so 
important a step.. But the owners of the Jei-pang had mean= 
while altered their plans, and resolved to bring the steamer to 
Shanghai, and thenco start for Hong Kong, returniug direct to 
Simonoseki, As there were no means available for returning 
to Yokohama, Burgevine at length made up his mind to accept 
the offer of his fellow-passengers, and enjoy the round trip by 
Shanghai and Hong Hong. So far this visit to China was 
purely accidental, and we have, moreover, reason to believe 
that on the passage, when spoken to on the subject of join~ 
ing the rebels, he expressed his conviction that the game 
had been played out, and that neither honour nor profit was to 
be derived from that quarter, Arrived in Shanghai, be met, 
Wwe presume, some ardent sympathisers in the rebel cause, At 
any rate he resolved to leave the Fei-pang and take a passage 
in the General Sherman, which at the time was loading a mis- 
cellaneous cargo for Amoy. His design in visiting Amoy seems 
to have been to find out the chances in his favour were he again 
to join the rebels, but from his conversation it was evident that 
he had adopted no resolution on the subject. On arriving at 
Amoy, by tho ill-judged indulgence, to uso no harsher epithet, 
displayed by Mr. Irving, and the exertions of some few Anglo, 
Taiping residents, Burgevine, while in a state of intoxication- 
was induced to pledge himself to visit Changchow, and if need 
be give all the assistance in his power tothe rebel cause, Then 
the negro, Stanley Bennet, together with his fidus Ackates, Mr. 
Commissioner Hughes, came on the scene, aud by cunning in 
the one case and the basest treachery in the other, contrived 
to entrap the broken-down and utterly uscless prize for 
which they were so anxious. It hnd been arranged that on 
her return from Hong Kong the Fvi-pang would call at Amoy 
to pick Burgevine up, and to carry him back to Yokohoma. 
When, however, she did arrive, the news of his capture and 
imprisonment were in everybudy’s mouth. Thus, by a euc- 
cession of accidents, none of which could have been foreseen, 
was the train of circumstances brought about which subse- 
quently resulted in the violent death of three Europeans. Bur- 
gevine’s career was a chequered one. Tho son of a southern 
gentleman, he was compelled to fly from his father’s house 
on account of his political opinions, Taking refuge in New 
York, he became connected with the press, but was, after a few 
years, made the victim of a popular demonstration which left 
him houseless and penniless, He then obtained manual labour 
of some kind, sufficient to provide the necessaries of life, and at 
Jength, in 1859, obtained a berth as third mate on board the 
American barque Zdwin Forrest. Having made. the ac- 
quaintance of Ward, he was mixed up in one or two of the 
dashing exploits of that adventurer, and when the latter came 
across to China, Burgevine contrived to get a situation on board 
the same ship. Then commenced the career with which we aro 
all familiar, and which, through a combination of culpable neg- 
lect, treachery, and a greed fur applause, has now been closed 
by the hand of death, 

On the 12th of September a parade of the Mounted Rangers 
took place at the Mainguard. ‘The troops, who mustered about 
thirty strong, were reviewed by Sir E. Horuby, the new Com- 
mandant, who congratulated Captain Markham upon the efficient 
manner in which several mancuvres were performed, and made 
a short address, in which he expressed his interest in the corps 
and the volunteer movement in Shanghai, The training for the 
Autumn Races has commenced.

Although this decision may press rather hardly upon the plaintiffs in 
this case, it is evidently the only just one that could be arrived at with 
respect to the matter. The receipt of goods and the payment for them 
without protest or reservation is, for obvious reasons, always accepted as 
the final closing of any transaction. Upon this basis other matters are 
settled and remittances made. Any invasion of this principle would result 
in a total upsetting of all business arrangements. i 

‘The repeated arrival of cotton piece goods damaged by mildew js, how- 
ever, a matter which calls for serious attention on the part oft e mer- 
cantile community. We, therefore, consider it will be well car“fully to 
review the whole of the circumstances connected with it. In d'scussing 
this matter it will be necessary, first, to consider from what cau®e and at 
what time the damage takes place; secondly, the nature of the custom 
with regard to reception and inspection of goods of this class ; and, Gnally 
what grounds there are for laying claim for damage and the probable resuly 
of such claims being instituted. 

With regard to this first point, namely the cause of the damage, we 
find that the evidence in the case above alluded to, given by Messrs 
Lavers and Duncanson concurs as to the extreme improbability of the 
damage having been done inthe godown, though Mr. Chambers is of 
opinion that mildew to shirtings would increase if they were stowed in 
a damp godown for two months. The fact is incontestible that al: num- 
ber of shirtings have recently arrived in a mildewed condition. Messrs. 
Lavers and Duncanson attribute the damage by tar to the packing, and 
the mildew, tobad size, We think there can be little doubt as to the correct- 
ness of this view, not only on account of its being the one generally 
current among mercantile men here, but also because it the most 

robable, seeing that it is only recently that this species of damage 

as occurred. The kind of mildew now found in shirtings is 
quite distinct from anything previously known. It appears to result from. 
a vicious principle inherent in the goods themselves, so that, though in 
perfect order when leaving the manufacturer's hands, in the course of the 
voyage they seem to do what is known by heating, in fact, to undergo 
some chemical change, which results in a rotting of the material. That 
this is not brought about by external causes is proved by the fact that 
several parcels, in good order as to packing, have been found on arrival 
damaged in this manner. Speaking generally, we may, therefore, con- 
clude that the mildew in question is the result of bad size or other fault in 
the manufacture of the goods, and that it takes place commonly in the 
course of the voyage. 

Upon the second point, namely, the custom with regard to reception and. 
rejection of goods of this class, the evidence given by Messrs. Duncanton, 
Chambers and King agrees. er of these gentlemen would receive 
such goods except aftcr inspection. Mr. Lavers, however, states he would 
inspect some chops, and added that he would do so tothe one in question. 
As far as the individual case under consideration is concerned, the opinions 
of the above-named gentlemen were identical. They would all have in- 
spected the goods before payment. 

Native reports state that the Imperialists have obtained a 
dearly purchased advantage over the Mahomedan rebels in 
Shangtung and Honan. The troops under Tsengkwo-fan, after 
capturing successively several cities, drove the rcbels towards 
the Yellow River, where they succeeded in surrounding them, 
when a sudden rise in the-river swept away a largo portion of 
the Imperialist army, together with the rebels, of whom it is 
said not one escaped. A large amount of booty is said to have 
been captured. 

Takee, the well known Chinese banker and merchant, is dead.

KIUKIANG. 

The following is from tho Report of Mr. F.C. White, Com- 
missioner of Customs, on the trade of Kiukiang for 1864 :— 

Although the total export of China ware for the year shows 
an increase, yet for some time past the export has been falling 
off. Owing perhaps to the recapture of Nauking, and the con- 
sequent tranquillity of the river, the necessity no longer exists 
for sending China ware in such large quantities as formerly to 
this port for shipment. 

Imports.—The import trade of the year 1864 shows some 
improvement on that of the year 1863, although there is a 
dcerease in the import of a few of the chief articles of import, 
viz., medicine, pepper, shellfish, nankeens, shirtings, &c, 

Evports—The export trade for the last year, a8 compared 
with that of the year 1863, preseuts an unfavourable contrast. 
‘The export of ten has declined considerably, showing a falling 
off of 5,728,922 piculs as compared with the previous year, 
Apprehensions are entertained that the native dealers will in 
future forward large quantities of tea, which used formerly to 
find an outlet here, to Ningpo, via Hangchow, that being an 
easicr route, and Ningpo probably affording a better market 
than this has hitherto proved. 

Tonnage.—There is a decrease in the total amount of vessels 
of all classes, entered during the year, of 25,472 tons, and 
of vessels cleared during the year of 26,202 tons. There is 
an increase, however, in the tonnage of British vessels entered 
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of 3,492 tons—cleared, of 3,148 tons; anda decrease in the 
tonnage of American vessels of all classes entered of 28,834 
tons; cleared, of 29,250 tons. No French vessels entered or 
cleared during the year. 

Freights,—During the first seven months freights were so 
Jow as to be unremunerative. A combination among the agents 
of steamers, in July, led to the rate being fixed at three tacls 
per ton of forty cubic feet, which arrangement lasted for two 
months, when a decline to two tacls per ton took place. In 
November the owners and agents of steamers in Shanghai camo 
to a resolution, fixing the minimum rate of freight at three 
taels per ton, and during the winter months at four tacls per 
ton, which rate still continues,

HONG KONG.

A mecting of the Legislative Council was held on the 12th 
September, aud we subjoin a report from the Daily Press :— 


Present: His Excellency the Acting Gorernor, the Acting Colonial 
Secretary, the Acting Attorney General, the Colonial Treasurer, the Hoa 
J.C. Whyte, Chief Magistrate; the Hon F. Chomley, and the Hon, 
‘Thos. Sutherland, non-oflicial. 

His Excellency was understood to say that the principal object in con- 
yening the Council was to lay before it_adraft of the estimates for the 
financial year, 1865-66, The draft itself was in the hands of the printer, 
and would be ready by the end of the week, and would then be delivered 
to members of the Council. There was one very important item in the 
estimates which he thought it proper to refer 10, namely, the provision 
Which would require to be made for the. Mint establishurent, which was, 
exclusive of the salaries on the civil list, €41,000, 

‘The CovostaL Treasunen: Does that include the wear and tear of 
the building and the machinery, and all the salaries of the persons engaged 
in the Mint, such as the assayers ? 

His Exceuuency: No. It only includes the salaries of the foreman 
about the place and the coolies, A very large item was that for coal, 
which Captain Kinder estimated at $12,000 per annum. ‘That gentleman 
had also tixed the number of coolies that he should require at about one 
hundred, p 

The CotontaL Treasurer was understood to say that the estimate 
was very high, and that it was more than the colony could aifurd, 

His Excettency: Captain Kinder calculates that the profit arising 
from the Mint will amount to £50,000 per annum if kept regularly occu- 
pied. He had also stited that he expected to be able to commence opera- 
tions shortly. It would perhaps be within the memory of members of the 
Council, that Sir Hercules Robinson had, in a despatch to the Home Go- 
vernment, requested that the Legislature of Hong Kong be absolved from 
the necessity of voting the yearly sum of £20,000 towards the support of 
the garrison of this place ;"in reply to which communication, Mr. Card- 
well had written to the effect that the matter would be taken into considera- 
tion by Her Majesty's Government and their decision forwarded hither. 
‘This answer has not as yet been received, therefore the sum of £20,000 
for that purpose would be found in the estimates for the ensuing year. 
The Colonial Government had also received from the Imperial Govern. 
ment two circulars, copies which should be furnished to members of 
Council. The first one had reference to the Naval Reserve, and stated 
that legislative bodies in all the colonies had been invited to take measures 
to establish a system of Naval Reserve within thvir respective jurisdictions, 
Whilst the action of the Home Government in this matter was referred to 
as being a guide, nevertheless avery legislature was invited to consider the 
tande most applicable to the local considerations and to submit its plans 
to the Home Government for approval; the object in all cases being the 
same, vl«. to train men in time of peace $0 as to be available in time of 
war, His Le-cliency added he could not exactly see at present what the 



























Council could do in the matter. He had already exprested his opinion 
that the £20,000 which the colony paid to the army would be more ap- 
propriately given to the navy, as the colony certainly derived more benefit 
from the latter than the former. However, members would have time to 
consider the steps to be taken in the matter. The second despatch 
referred to certain tolls to be levied for the support of a lighthouse upon 
the Basses Rocks off the island of Ceylon, The Home Government 
wrote that the Legislature of Ceylon had’ already passed a Bill for the 
levying of such passing tolls, and that they had invited the Legislature of 
Mauritius, Natal, &c., todo the same, and the Colonial Government of 
this place are asked to take measures to carry out the object proposed. 
The parties principally interested in such an ‘traposition would le the 
Messageries Imperiates and the Peninsular and Oriental Company, whose 
boats touched at Point de Galle, and the shipping employed between here 
and Bombay. It had been calculated that the dues arising out of the 
Hong Kong traffic within the rayon described in the circular, would not 
exceed £500, which was a sum too small to call for any legislation. He 
(the Acting Governor), moreover, could not sce the justice of this claim, 
and he would advise the Council not to allow the thin end of the wedge 
to be inserted in reference to levying tolls or impositions of any sort upon 
the shipping of Hong Kong. He himself should be very sorry to seo a. 
single penny so levied.

This does not include one cent. for the out-turn of the Mint, 
which must yield something, as its gross expenses are included 
in the expenditure. At the end of 1366, the whole of the 
public works will be paid for, so that the expenditure of 1867 
should be far less than the income. Besides, the sale of land 
near the Mint should come to something. 

Another meeting was held on the 23d Sept. 

His Excellency the Acting- Governor said that the principal object for 
which the council had been convened was for the second reading of “a 
draft of an ordinance to apply a sum not exceeding $745,000 to the public 
service of the year 1866.” 

‘The Assistant Surveyor-General had received an additional €340, and 
the clerk of the works had also received a slight increase of salary, and in 
order to give him a better position in the eyes of the public, his title had 
been altered from “ overseer” to that of “clerk.” An increase of £30 
per annum salary had also been made to the superintendent of Govern- 
ment gardens and plantations. The salaries of the general staff employed 
at the Mint had been estimated at 18,689. Tne cost of coals would 
amount to about $12,000 per annum, but as the place would not be in 
operation until March, there would only be $9,000 required for reat. 

In the Harbour Master's department there was a saving of $70 in the 
salary of the boarding officer and an increase of $288 for boatmen. This 
Jatter increase was necessitated by the assistant-surveyor cotitinually re~ 
quiring the services of a boat. Under the head of Works and Buildings 
there was an outlay of $12,000 for a tramway one mile in length. This 
had been adopted upon the recommendation of Mr. Wilson, as an econo- 
mical arrangement in the construction of roads, and being portable, when 
not required here could be removed to Kowloon. ‘That gentleman was 
also of opinion that it would be something novel and useful for the native 
Chinese to study. 

Asum of $10,000 would be also expended upon the drainage of 
Wongneichoong valley. In the earlier times of the colony this valley 
had made itself remarkable as being very unhealthy, and had in conse- 
quence been acquired by the government of that day, and a considerable 
sum expended upon it for drainage. Still there was much to be desired ia 
respect to its healthiness, and as building in that vicinity was on the 
increase, it was resolved to drain it more effectually. The improved 
drainage would also make it more attractive for those who went there for 
their recreation. Altogether he (the Governor) thought it would be 
money well expended. 

There would be $3,000 required for a Government bungalow at Kow- 
loon. At present there was only a mat shed, and as a police-magistrate 
would have to be appointed for that place, a suitable building would be 
required.—Mr. Sutherland asked if the reclaimed land at the foot of the 
parade ground would be made available for anything, and expressed a 
hope that it would be left open to the public, as that part of the Praya 
was now the only good access to the harbour since Pedder’s wharf had been 
closed by the clack tower.—The Acting Governor replied that the ground 
would be left open as they were under obligations to the military authori~ 
ties in regard to that land. There would also be no probability of extend 
































ing the Praya along the front of the Naval Yard. Admiral Hope had 
reported favourably to that improvement, intending to have a basin inside 
the yard for the accommodation of boats, but Admiral Kuper had enter- 
tained a contrary opinion. 

‘The Hon. Mr. Sutherland moved, as an amendment : “ That the sum of 
492,000 military contribution be omitted from the estimates until such 
times as the revenue derived from the Mint attains that sum." The bon. 
member said : In bringing this amendment before the Council, it is unneces- 
sary for me to enter into any very elaborate arguments on the subject, as 
the question bas been already sufficiently discussed in Council. 
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Indeed it has been the subject of very strongly expressed opinions 
throughout the colony. It appears to me, however, that the necessity 
of urging the financial considerations connected with this question, on 
the notice of the Council, and obtaining the opinion of members thereon, 
is even greater now than it was last year, for by the statement of revenne 
and expenditure before us, it appears that the colony is fast verging on— 
if it has not already arrived at—a position from which it has fortunately 
been free for some years past, of not being able to meet its current ex- 
nses. By the statement before the Council it appears that the revenue 
br 1866 is estimated at $784.845.00, whilst the expenditure is set down as 
$923,639.00. the difference indicating an anticipated deficit of $128,794.00. 
I cannot conclude my remarks without reference to the Mint, the support 
of which, either with or without employment, will probably entail a yearly 
‘expenditure of about £20.00. I should have been glad to have received 
some definite assurance of what the views of the Government are in regard 
to the new currency. but there seems to have been nothing further decided 
upon than the building of the Mintitself. I had hoped to hear at the 
least that the Imperial Government, whose support we have always been 
Ted to count on in this undertaking, would at once have given the Mint 
employment by ordering the coinage of three or four millions of dollars 
for the payment of the army and navy in these waters. But it appears 
there is no like! hood of this being the case. On the contrary we are told 
that a comparatively small amount of Sycee receivable from the Chinese 
as indemnity, is all the comm iat is prepared to hand over for mintage, 
and it appears at present that they will expect to have that cuined for them 
free of any charge.—The Colonial Treasurer seconded the amend- 
ment The hon. member was understood to say that he could not per- 
ceive where the profits from the Mint were to come from, for asthe average 
rice of bar silver in London was Ss. 14d. the freight and insurance 
percent., the Mint charge 2 per cent., it followed that if the Hong 
Kong dollar was of the same weight and touch as the current Mexican 
dollar, the laying down price at the Mint would be 4s. 8d. This fact any 
one could verify by calculation. He was also of opinion that there 
would not be any surplus revenue at the end of the financial 
year. He (the hon. member) had examined the subject and found 
that the expenditure was increasing. Within the last six months the 
expenditure had exceeded the receipts by $24,000—The Acting Attor- 
ney-General said that he should support the original motion, as voting 
against it seemed to him like voting against the law.—The Hon. Mr. 
‘Whyie said he could not see it in that light, as the military contribution 
was voted yearly. He should support theamendment. 

The amendment being put to the vote there were :—For the amend- 
ment—Hon. Thos. Sutherland, the Colonial Treasurer, Hon. J. C, 
Whyte. Against the emendment—the Acting Colonial Secretary, the 
Acting Chivt Justice, the Acting Attorney-General, and the Covonial 
Auditor. ‘The amendment was consequently lost by four voles to three. 

The Acting Governor continued, that as regarded the light on the 
Basses Rocks he had seen somewhere a statement to the effect that such a 
lighthouse did not exist, but from the papers he had received from the 
home Government be (the Governor) could only infer that there really 
Fras light upon thow rocks. (It is not so, however.) ‘The purposed 
tax was settled by a commutation of £500.

Nothing 
can more effectively demonstrate the rapid development of 
trade and agriculture in the above-mentioned localities during 
the short space of eight years, And it could not have been 
otherwise. Before the opening of the ports the native farmer, 
with wh»se position and resources we are all well acquainted, 
could only dispose of the produce of his fields to a few traders 
scattered through the province, and among whom, if anyone 
had attained a competency, it was on so small a scale, that the 
prices obtained by the farmer were always insufficient to met 
his most pressing needs, From this want of a market, and 
partly from the peculiar character of our institutions, the far- 
mer saw himself under the necessity of selling a part or the 
whole of the future crop of his farm, a sale always effected at 
a price ridiculously underrated. 

Now the opening of the ports has attracted capitalists to the 
province in great numbers, and with them wealth has flowed 
in, Now the productions of those localities which have bene- 
fited by the measure, are sent direct to markets at which more 
profitable prices are obtained, without the necessity of iucurring 
the expenses consequent on the transmission of the goods to 
this city. Now, looking only at Iloilo, the average price of 
sugar throughout the year is 75 cents a picul, whereas in 1855 
it barely reached half that. 





FEMALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

The London mail of August 26 arrived out oa the 30th 
Sept. Dates are now down to October 6. 

Various reports have reached this during the past fortnight 
concerning the progress of the Dutch expedition to Assahan, 
some asserting that it had met a serious repulse, and that the 
commandaut had been killed, Such reports, however, which 
find their way through native;channels, as these have, are 
very little to be relied upon, and it is probable that very 
little*resistance, if any, was at all offered to the Dutch 
landing. At all events we received intelligence (says the 
Straits Times) from Rhio, brought by one of the steamers 
returned ffrom the expedition, that Assahan had been taken, 
and the Dutch had ascended the river of that name in small 
boats for a great distance, planting the Dutch flag at all the 
cousiderable villages they passed. 

Tho fourth criminal session of the court opens on the 9th, 
but there are no particularly important cases to be got through. 
‘The Governor is expected to return from Pevang to-morrow. 
The 34th Regiment of Madras Native Infantry, which has been 
stationed here for upwards of two years, is to be removed to 
India, and the 7th Regiment sent in its place. The weather 
has been exceedingly hot during the fortuight, and a great deal 
of sickness has prevailed,

Yoxouama.—A large business was done in silk seeds in the early part 
of the fortnight. The first buyers made a great mistake with regard to 
this article.

All these purchases are still in Yokohama, and will not be shipped for 
three weeks hence.

Rorrerpau, Nov. 8. 

Political news is very scarce; the members of Parliament are 
still basy in the sections examining the Budget. On the 9th 
the debate will be opened. Rumours about a Ministerial crisis 
still circulate, but I do not think there is any truth in them. 
It is said that our Premier will make a declaration in this sense 
in one of the first sittings. Our Cabinet, however, is still 
threatened by the Lemburg questivn, created by the Bill of our 
Minister of the Financial Department, who desired that this 
province should pay equal excise imposts with the other 
provinces. L’ Ami des Inkérits Lembourgois says that the 
inhabitants will beg Napoleon to interfere with our Government, 
because their rights are attacked, This question perhaps 
will become a European affair, when M, Bismarck meddles 
with it ; for Lemburg also belongs to the German Confedera- 
tion. 

The Royal family are at ‘‘ Het Loo.” They will remain there 
for some weeks. Nothing more is heard about the Prince of 
Orange and his financial etabarrassments, 

The rinderpest still prevails in many parts of the province 
of South-Hollavd. Since the plague broke out 6,093 head of 
cattle have been attacked, of which number 2,121 have died, 
aud 1,752 were cured. The medical treatment is now very 
successful, so that about 50 per cent, of the cattle attacked are 
saved, Acceding to the wishes of the Opposition, the Govern- 
meut has drawn a cordon sanitaire for a considerable distance 
round the infected places. Svldiers and men-of-war are ap- 
pointed to watch all the roads and rivers to prevent any passing, 
80 that it is now impossible to export either from Rotterdam 
or Dordrecht to the London market, I need scarcely say that 
this m-asure causes a great dealof remonstrance from the trade. 
On the other hand, the success of the cordon has been established 
by the fact that outside it only three cases of rinderpest have 
occurred, ‘Lill nowno animals except horned cattle ; and those 
inoculated have taken the disease. The veterinary surgeons 
apply either the allopathic or the homa@opathic system of medi- 
cine ; but in general the farmers have a dislike for medical 
treatuncnt, and they prefer to slaughter their cattle and to sell 
the infected meat for 1d. to 2d. per Ib, No higher price can 
be had, in cousequenee of it being generally forbidden to import 
fresh meat into the towns. 

The Minister of the Marine Department, the managers of 
the ‘lrading Company, the Japan officers, and several more au- 
thorities, were present at the launch of the screw steam fri- 
gate Aui-Y'oo, on the 2nd, from the yard of Messrs, C. Gips 
and Zouen, at Dordrecht. This war steamer, of the most ele- 
gant construction, was built for the Japan Government. She 
measures 2,600 fect, and will carry 28 hundred-pounders, 
She will be propelled by a pair of engines of 400-horse power, 
which are to be manufactured at the iron works of Fyenoord. 
The cost of this frigate is estimated to amount to 1,600,000f. 
‘The ‘Trading Company entertained at dinner all the authori- 
ties who were present. The Manager proposed, as the first 
toast, “the health of the Emperor of Japan,” which was re- 
plied to by the Japancse Commander, who proposed “ the 
health of the King of the Netherlands.” 

The guns takea at Simonoscki have been placed in the Hos- 
pital of Invalids at Brombeck. Jhr. F. de Casembroot has 
written a history of this battle, of which a second edition has 
alreaiy appeare: 

‘Tue Culture Bill mects with the general approval of the 
Liberal party. It is beyoud doubt that the Bill will be 
passed with a very great majority. 

Anyoue who visited our Opera last Wednesday week might 
have easily imagined himself, on leaving the house, to be in 
Prussia, and under the immediate control and sceptre of Von 
Bismarck ; for at all the doors, and even in the entrance hall, 
one saw Prussian policemen, in full uniform, Evidently they 
were looking out for some one ; they stared all passers-by full 
and most impudently in the face. Some, perhaps, thought that 
they were “ wanted”—wanted by that Prussian Minister, who, 
perhaps, might have a mind to treat the Netherlands somewhat 
like Sculeswig-Holsteiu ; but all the opera visitors were allowed 
to pass, till, at last, a young, pale-looking German, of about 
twenty years of age, came down from the stairs—from the 
upper part of the house. Ile grew still paler, when he saw be- 
low what scemed to him familiar faces. One of the Prussia 
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police-station. The bystanders locked on, but evi- 
dently did understand the meaning of what was going 
forward. However, when the next morning the Miewe 
Rotterdamsche Cowrante put the story in its truc light, every one 
was bursting with indignation; nothing but this afair was 
thought or spoken of. Foreign policemen had dared to arrest 
a man ; but still more than this, our own police authorities had 
assisted them in doing so ; notwithstanding the one as well as 
the other proceeding is penally forbidden by our laws and 
treaties. The poor fellow had been taken by the Prussians to the 
police-station, and had been put in prison, because the police 
said he admitted to have stolen from his master, a lawyer at 
Gladbach, about 400 thalers, which he spent on a danseuse. 

In the town-council the next day one of the members 
demanded an explanation from the burgomaster (mayor and 
head of the local police). He could not give any information, 
but said, at the next meeting, that he had received a report 
from the director of the police, in which the statement in 
the newspaper was declared to be false, because the 
German was taken into custody by Dutch policemen. 
The accused himself and the bystanders declared, however, the 
contrary, and this proved to be the truth ; for the next day the 
Government interfered, and the liberation of the German was 
at once ordered, and, also, that his money and goods should be 
given back to him. The poor culprit, Wiedemeyer is his name, 
started at once, via Ostend, to London, 

I, however, do not think the matter has come to an end yet. 
People are so indignant about this gross abuse of power by the 
police authorities that they ask for their punishment. Whether 
this will be the case Icannot tell yet; but it is certain that 
seldom has a moro disgraceful thing happened than that a man, 
guilty or not, should be made a prisoner by forcign police, and 
that he should be aided therein by our own officers,

HAMBURG. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Novesner 7. 

In my last letter I sent you a digest of the Government pro- 
posals for the reorganisation of the Russian American Company, 
since which a special general mecting of the shareholders was 
held at St. Petersburg, to take these proposals into considera- 
tion. I am now cuabled to communicate the counter-proposals 
made by the company in tho form of “requests.” In conse- 
quence of the heavy expenses tu which they have been sub- 
jected in the organisation of the colony, and the scrious losses 
they have had lately by their tea trade, and which have fully 
exhausted their reserve capital, they beg permission to issue 
obligations to the amount of two millions of roubles, and to 
receive an annual subveution of 200,000 Rs., founding 
their claim to a subvention on the alleged fact that the 
Government would have had to pay a sum four or five times 
larger if they had had to support the churches, the clergy and 
troops in the colony, The company next pray to be left in 
possession of their two principal privileges of the exclusive 
right to carry on the fur trade, and the general commerce of 
the colony. As the company are to remain bound to provision 
the colony, if the ports are thrown open to free trade, they 
would only have a very unprofitable business in articles of 
consumption, whilst the trade in other commodities, which 
now tend to restore the equilibrium by leaving a moderate 
profit, would bo open to general competition. Besides this, 
they contend that the sources of wealth derived from 
the fur trade would soon be exhausted, whilst it, would 
be impossible to prevent the importation of gunpowder arms, 
and spirits, which would be smuggled in large quantities, A 
division of the tervitory into that belonging to the company and 
that thrown open to free trade is, they maintain, practically i 
possible, because the company would be unable to protec 
own division from smugglers. ‘They also decline to admit the 
froe exchango of their tokens against real coined money, because 
Fiey would then require a double capital, and not bo able to 
Protect the colouy from the importation of spurious coins, In 
agreeing to the admission of free immigrants in the colony they 
decline binding themselves to feed them or protect them 
from hostile attacks from the wild native tribes. Should 
the Government be induced to agree to these pro- 
posals they request an extension of their privileges for a term 
of twenty years, and as the company will be placed in a very 
dificult and trying position if the question remains much 
longer unsettled, they wish to have a definitive answer in tho 
course of amonth, If the Government decline to accept these 
proposed alterations, the company ask the Government to 
appoint and pay the salaries of the administrativo officers 
hitherto in the servico of the company. And nally, if the 
question cannot be scttled in the course of a month, the 
company request the advance of a loan of money secured by a 
mortgage of their colonial landed and other property. 

In the proceedings of the Russian Geographical Society, the 
appearance of the new weekly journal Laslern Coast, published 
at Nicolayefsk (from which I gave you some extracts in a former 
letter) is thus noticed :—“ Besides meteorological observations 
and the movements of Russian vessels in the Japan seas, this 
journal gives some interesting accounts of the situation of 
affairs in those distant regions, From an article headed * Un- 

















fortunate Consequences of the Thawing of our Rivers,’ we learn 
that the navigation of the Amoor since the town of Nicolay- 
efsk was first founded has always reopened between the 6th 
and 13th of May (old style). In another article called ‘ Present 
State of Nicolayefsk and the Amoor,’ stress is laid on the dis- 
advantages under which the inhabitants labour from the rawness 
of the climate, The last overland summer post leaves Nicolayefske 
on September 15, andthen no communication can be kept up 
till the middle of December when the winter road is established 
over the snow. In the spring the last winter mail is despatched 
on the 5th of March, and then follows another hiatus, which 
lasts till the’ opening of the navigation, about the middle of 
May. Very interesting too are the accounts given of the 
tigers in the Southern districts of the country. Almost every 
year accidents happen from the rapaciousness of these danger- 
ous animals, They abound in such numbers that their skins 
are now a common article of trade, sclling in the shops at 
Nicolayesfsk at from 30 to, 60 roubles cach, though in the 
southern parts they are much cheaper and maybe bought for 
10 to 30 roubles according to quality.” 

From Vienna we learn thata deputation of the Provisional 
Committee of the First Austrian Export Company had the 
honour of an audience last week to thank the Emperor for 
granting their concession and deliver into his hands a pamphlet, 
explanatory of the patriotic objects they propose to accomplish, 
which his Majesty was graciously pleased to accept, and as- 
sured the gentlemen of the lively interest he took in the suc- 
cess of their spirited undertaking, promising them his hearty 
protection and the support of the Government. 

Capt. Arminjou, of the Italian navy, has arrived in Paris for 
the purpose of conferring with the Japanese Daimios, now in 
the French capital, with regard to the general principles of a 
treaty between Italy and Japan. Capt. Arminjou goes out in 
the first instance to Buenos Ayres, from whence he will proceed 
at the head of a small squadron to Japan. ‘The chief 
advantage proposed to be gained by this treaty is connected 
with the firm belicf that exists in Italy that none but the Ja- 
panese silkworms are able to replace the Italian breed now 
annihilated by the disease that has proved so fatal to them, 
and there is no possibility of obtaining them genuine cither by 
ships of war or private trading vessels, without the right of 
entering the ports of Japan consequent on the conclusion of a 
commercial treaty. 

Paulino Natorio, a native of Manila, 27 years of age, and 
mate of the Spanish brig Eloreano, bas just’ been arrested for 
the murder of a young lady of this city, with whom he was 
in love, but as she would have nothing to say to him and 
rejected his offers of marriage, he killed her by a blow with his 
stiletto in the neck, escaping for the moment, but was soon 
hunted down by the police and is fully committed for trial.

—More animation prevails for cleaned grain, as several extensive 
orders have been effected for immediate shipment before the frost sets in. 
Ofrough the only sale recorded was 1,000 bags of Rangoon ex Melbourne 
at full prices. Holders requiring higher rates has prevenied more business 
being done in this article. 

Srices.—Large transactions in Cassia Lignea at rising prices, nothing 
now to be had under I14d. to 11}d. Sch. Boo. There is a good demand. 
for Mace and Nutmegs, in consequence of which their market value has 
risea considerably. More attention is turned to Pepper. 

‘Tra.— A fair amount of business has been done in most descriptions, 
chiefly at former rates. There is still a good demand for common to good. 
ord. Congou, though mid. is neglected. Fine and superfine Kaisow, 
Moning and Pakling Congou have been largely taken for exportation. A 
parcel of superfine Souchong (new crop) was sold for arrival. Pecco is a 
shade lower, with a large business at the reduced prices. Of green Moyune 
there is but a very small stock on hand, and as this sort is in great request 
at high rates for North America, the next arrivals cannot fail to leavea good 
profit. Noalteration in Canton made. 

SrFLTER.—At first a favourable reaction set in, 5,000 centners having 
been taken at 13.14, after which 14 marks were paid for 1,000 centners, 
and even 14.6 for special marks. But during the last week a complete 
stagnation ensued, and prices are now rather in favour of buyers. Arrived 
in October 38,000 centners. Do, from January 1 to end of October 
270,000 centners against 471,770 last year at same time and 185,300 in

ANALYSIS OF CHINESE COMMERCE, 

‘Unver the above title a carefully compiled analysis and com- 
parison of the trade during the years 1863 and 1864 has been 
published by Mr, Noxrzu, of the Chinese Maritime Customs. 
With the view of placing on record, in a condensed form, some 
of the most useful statistics contained in it, we extract a few 
of the tables, and Mr. Noerzut’s explanatory remarks, 

The first table shows tho “comparative value of the total

The total estimated value of trade of each port includes the 
amount of the whole import and expurt trade, less the amount 
of the re-exports with the exception of Formosa, where the re- 
exports, consisting chiefly of opium re-exported to Tai-wau-Foo 
(Formos), are not deducted. 

From this it will be seen that the trade in 1864 shows a 
falling off as compared with 2863 of, at Shanghai, 13,111,763 
tls; at Canton, of 2,936,451 tls.; at Ningpo, of 1,310,043 tls; 
and at Kiukiang of 3,081,051 tls. On the other hand, Swatow 
sbows au increase of 2,563,107 tls. ; Hankow, of 1,473,517 tls; 
Chefoo, of 1,753,664 tls; and Tientsin, of 2,287,766 tls, 
while Amoy, Foochow, aud Chinkiang remain stationary, ot 
nearly so ; and the total forall ports in 1864 shows a decrease, 
as compared with 1863, of 9,304,401, notwithstanding the list 
for last year is swelled by the two new ports of Now 
Formosa with 3,316,888 tls. (together), 
whatever in 1863.

Showing an excess of imports over exports of 32,327,914 taels, 
To assimilate the aggregate shown by the above tables of im. 
ports and exports with the first table, the value of re-exports 
has to be deducted, amountirg to 44,333,719 taels, An 
analysis of theso tables shows tho total. amount of British 
trade in China to be 100,783,771 taels, or about ten-elevenths 
of the whole foreign trade of China. 

The carrying trade of the thirteen ports during 1864 
has occupied, entering inwards and outwards, 17,976 vessels 
(exclusive of native craft), giving a tonnage of 6,635,505. 
This shows a considerable increase in the number of vesselg 
as compared with 1863, but a not quite proportionate increase 
in the aggregate tonnage, British shipping stands first, with 
2,862,234 tons; American next, with 2,609,390; and Ham- 
burg follows with 350,135. The rest is contributed in small 
proportions, by upwards of twenty different nationalities, 

The duties received in 1863 at.the eleven open ports 
amounted 8,691,817 tls., and, in 1864, to 8,138,108 tls., show- 
ing a falling off of 553,716 tls., notwithstanding two new ports 
being included in last year’s returns, On the whole, the 
foreign trade of China is evidently a lucrative source of profit 
to the Imperial Government, producing, as it does, a gross re- 


venue of somewhere about £3,000,000 sterling per annum, * 





THE JAPANESE COMMISSIONERS IN FRANCE. 

Tr was said the other day that the Japancse who had been. 
in Paris for some time had acquired all the information and 
collected all the men and material necessary for the establish- 
ment of the proposed arsenal at Yokohama, and that they were. 
about to return home immediately. This is not, however, the 
case, ‘The Commissioners are about to quit Paris, if they have 
not already quitted it, for a time, but not for Japan. They 
are about to proceed, first, to the western ports of France— 
Brest, Lorient, Saint Nazaire, and La Rochelle ; they will after- 
wards visit the great paper mills and other manufactories in 
Angouléme, and then return to Paris by way of Poitiers, Tours, 
and Orleans, taking the opportunity of examining various large 
works on that route, and be back in Paris about the end of 
November. They will then visit London, and probably make 
a short tour of the mauufacturing districts of England, and 
will embark from ono of our ports for Japan. The Commis- 
sionors will be accompanied throughout their tour in France by 
M, Lrosce Vensy, a marine cnginecr, placed at their service by 
the Minister of Marine, The Times’ correspondent says :—“ The. 
Japanese Government have applied to Herr ULuony, the coin- 
ing machine inventor at Cologne, to ascertain the price of forty 
machines of his construction. If his terms are acceded to, @ 
perfect monetary revolution will ensue in the realm of the 
Eastern isles. ‘The Uniorn machine was repcatedly exhibited 
in England, and certainly looks a marvel of ingenuity to the 
unprofessional eye.” 





THE PUBLIC MEETING AT HANKOW. 

Some very pertinent remarks on the dangers of the compra- 
dore system, as it exists in Hankow, are embodied in an article 
in the North China Herald, of the 16th September. The rela- 
tive positions of foreign merchants and their Chinese compra- 
dores always seemed to us anomalous and unnatural, but the 
convenience of the system appeared, for a long time, to coun- 
terbalance its disadvantages. From the time, however, when 
the native banks began to play such an important part in all 
mercantile transactions, and, first at one port and then at an- 
other, the custom of taking bank “chops” arose, the already 
formidable powers of the compradores increased to alarming pro- 
portions. Ihe merchant then became entirely dependent on his 
compradore in almost every transaction ; being eompelled to take 
in licu of each cash payment aslip of paper, inscribed with a few 
characters in an unknown language, for whatever value the 
said compradore chose to assign it; while the well-known 
fact that all the compradores were connected with the native 
banks, shows at once how deeply interested they were in mak- 
ing these “ chops” pass current. We have never regarded 
this question otherwise than with a feeling of anxiety and in 
security, not alittle strengthened, from time to time, by oc- 
casional failures among the compradores of large European 
firms. But however unsatisfactory the system may be at other 
ports, it would scem to be worst at Hankow. There the 
ative banks (says the Nor China Herald) bear a very indif- 
ferent character, and the relations between them and the com- 
pradores seem to be closer, and of a more suspicions nature, 
than elsewhere ; while the compradores themselves are gene- 
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rally de facto merchants, trading on their own responsibility, 
but with the credit of the houses to which they are attached. 
Some alarming failures that have recently occurred among them 
have inspired the foreign merchants to make an effort to throw 
off the yoke, and the meeting of the 4th September is a first 
step in the right direction. We hope, however, to find that, at 
the succeeding one, appointed for the 18th September, a 
greater amount of decision has been shown, and two important 
points, namely, the mode of enforcing the provisions of the 
newly-adopted system, and the expediency of having the re- 
solutions printed in Chinese, and conveyed through the Con- 
suls tothe Chinese authorities, will be definitively settled ; 
these questions having been discussed in an irresolute sort of 
way by tho first meeting, and finally shirked, or postponed for 
consideration at the ensuing one.

THE ROAD AND THE RAIL IN CEYLO} 

We heartily congratulate Ceylon on the opening of 34} miles 
of railway. The celebration of the event on the 2nd ult. may 
be regarded as inaugurating a new era of industrial and com- 
mercial development. The completed section from Colombo 
to Atlicpusse leaves but 40 miles of construction to Kandy, 
So far the gradient has been easy, Amliepusse being only 180 
feet above the level of the sca; the remainder of the route 
presents far greater engineering difficulties, the Kadnganawa 
station at 30 miles distance being at an elevation of 1,698 
feet, whenco there is an casy descent to Kandy, placed at a 
height of 1,602 fect, We fully anticipate that the works will 
be completed within contract time ; but the great substantiality 
required by Government in the works, the sickness of work- 
meu, and difficulty in securing labour, the general rise in wages 
and, until lately, the absence of efficient laws to keep the 
labourer to his contract, render it doubtful whether the con. 
tractor wil! bea loser or a gainer. ‘The contract price is under 
£1,000,000, including the purchase of the works and plant of 
the company which commenced the enterprise ; and thus its 
subsequent assumption by the Ceylon Government has saved 
the colony from being saddled with double that amount. The 
advantages of this line would have been seriously counteracted 
but for the organisation of tho Ceylon Carrying Company, as 
the native carriers would certainly have combined to have en- 
hanced their charges for conveyance to or from the stations 
proportionately to the reductions effected by means of the 
railway route. ‘The promise of support alluded to by the 
Governor in his opening speech to the Legislative Council, and 
the names of plauters identified with this company, constitute 
& guarantee that its purposes will be efficiently carried out. 
This railway must go farto break up other obstructive com- 
binatious, besiles providing new ramifications for individual 
enterprise. Connecting the commercial emporium of the island 
with the great inland producing districts, it must result in 
inciting that free,competition essential to the harmonious 
working of all interests. With prices less arbitrarily 
controlled, the profits of merchants on a given quantity 
of importations will be lessened; but, on the other 
hand, demand will be increascd, and the public will | 
experience the advantages of enlarged supplies, The arti- 














——s 
ficial adjustment of prices, by complicating exchange operations, 
prevents merchants abroad from calculating, with far less cer- 
tainty than would otherwise be the case, the result of their 
ventures, and so restricts consignments. We sce changes im- 
pending both in banking and agency operations, always inevit- 
able, but hastened by the more facile distribution of the articles 
of exchange. With an open market at Colombo, and the secrets 
of trade more fully unlocked, planters will have less temptation 
to become their own exporters. New companies of a mercan- 
tile character will, doubtless, from time to time appear in the 
field, followed by that appropriate organisation which the closer 
connection of Ceylon and her eularging trade with other 
countries may demand. 

A state of things will thus, we may hope, be brought about 
in which a large body of planters will be relieved from high 
rates of interest and commission on advances, and, generally, 
from such complete financial dependence. The construction of 
additional railways, penetrating the chief producing districts, 
cannot, in our judgment, be long delayed. The considerations 
that must weigh with Government in sanctioning further loans 
for this purpose are the enhanced value thus given to caltiy- 
able lands, the necessity of this aid to supplement private en- 
terprise, on its present extended scale, with the rich resources 
of all kinds to be developed ; the certain increase in returns to 
the ‘Treasury chest, Ceylon possessing already a surplus revenue, 
ample for the payment of the public debt—which is compara- 
tively small ; together with the provision of a sinking fund. 
What may be the relative scale of tramways and railways to be 
constructed cannot as yet be determined ; but we would advo- 
cate by all means a railway to Badulla. It is encouraging to 
note that the local Government is so bent on improving com- 
munications, thus recognising Ceylon’s great want. The sane- 
tion of the home Government should not be withheld from any 
judicious railway scheme originating in her Council; for the 
rendering the chief districts casily accessible is, to this most 
improving colony, the key to almost limitless wealth, The 
stage coach, a recent institution with ourselves, is already 
driven off the route between Ataliepusse and Colombo, and, 
before February of 1867, stage passengers must book their last 
fares between Amliepusse and Kandy. The charges of travel 
by rail must be considered moderate. As soon as the through 
route is opened it is evident that Kandy will be greatly re~ 
sorted to for the sake both of health and pleasure.

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CHINA GRASS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sra,—I hope you will allow me to correct the impression that my 
letter of 12th Oct. seems to have caused. I can assure you that 
Jousy "in the honest competition of trade has no abiding place in my 
character, but I do confess to sharing with many of my nation an irritation 
at seeing things claimed as new and wonderful by foreigners which to us 
are old and unexciting. 

I should be little of an economist were I to cavil at the substance or the 
manufacturer even of so small an article as my handkerchief, so long as 1 
‘yas satisfied that it was the most presentable, durable, and inexpensive 
that could be obtained; but if I heard any assert that it was French manu- 
facture when I knew for a fact that it had been produced by the enterprise 
and skill of my own countrymen, why, I guess, I should have little title to 
my nationality did I not claim honour for whom such distinction was due. 
From the following paragraph which appeared in the Pall Mull Gazette 
‘of 30th ult., you will see that others also question the Frenchman's figures 
nent China grass :— 

“The London and China Telegraph affirms that the fibre so well known 
in India and China under the name of China grass can be used to mix 
with cotton with great economy. Experiments with it have been made in 
Rouen, and the Chamber of Commerce there has reported in its favour, 
as being cheap, strong, andeasy to dye. One spitmer professes his wi 
lingness to take a ton a day, and the only question is as to the quantity 

rocurable. At present this is limited ; and although it might be increased 
indefinitely, we question if the fibre will prove in the end cheaper than 
cotton, which grows in half the countries of the world, and is everywhere 
thoroughly understood.” 

‘My experience of the Gaul in business has taught me that he is an ex- 
tremely “rosy” gentleman, and very apt to form very extravagant ideas 
about things new to him, My idea is that three years ‘ago I was informed 
that China gi before it could be made fit for the spinner, cost some- 
thing like 1s. 10d. to 2s. per Ib. (of course to sell at a profit), so great is 
the loss in weight and the waste. Remember, it is the fibrous bark of a 
twig seven or eight feet long. Again, the waste in spinning alone is very 
beavy, so that unless some great advances have been made, I should think 
the spitner could scarcely afford to sell his yarn much under 2s. Gd. to

The Chinese manuficture it largely themselves, but the cloth is always 
dearer than cotton. Besides, the fabric, in wear, feel, and warmth, is not a 
bit like cotton, but Tinen ; and for this reason brown holland has been im- 
Ported in small quantities into China for many years. Ladies in England 
‘will know what it resembles from the embroidered ‘kerchiefs that their 
China friends send home. That this fibre will ever be produced cheap 
enough to compete with cotton is not at all likely, and if it were no one 
would use it instead of cotton; while, as regards linen, I do not think it 
equal to flax. Iam of opinion that its great and proper use will be with 
the Bradford stuff and Macclesfield silk manufacturers; and I have no 
doubt that at this present moment it is used largely by some, “ only, you 
know, if a man has a good thing, he likes to keep it to himself, you kuow.” 

Having writen so much, and, I fear, wasted too much of your valuable 
space, I will not be a whit less bold than the valiant spinner of Rouen, but 
beg to inform him that | am ready to take ten tons of China grass yarn 
per diem at 20 per cent. less than the market price for cotton.— Your 
obedient servant, ‘AN ENGLISHMAN.

20Tu Reciment.—A correspondent in Hong Kong writes :—“ About 
two years ago the second battalion of this regiment embarked at Ports- 
mouth for India, On reaching Calcutta the regiment received orders to 
proceed to China, the women and children being sent to Dum Dum and 
there left. After some little time the regiment was ordered to Japan, 
leaving the women and children about seven miles from Hong Kong, af 
Stanley, where they have been left open to all temptations that could be 

ossible for Poor creatures in such a helpless condition. They have now 

een there sixteen months without the least effort being made to have them 
tent to join the regiment. Many of them have gone to a long home. 
Many orphans and husbands mourn their loss. ‘The soldiers of the regi- 
ment have to see so many of their wives and children left to shift for 
themselves. In Japan there is plenty of room to build a few huts.” 

Although nothing has yet been settled upon the subject of reductions 
in the army next year, we think (say the Army and Navy Gazetie) we 
may warn those concerned to prepare for the reduction of oue more de} 
battalion, Our reason for doing so is based upon the fact that after next 
spring we shall have six less battalions serving abroad, and consequently 
on less regimental depots—about the strengih of a depot batialion at 

ome. 

‘The military authorities at home have consented to the pronosition of 
the Indian Government to reduce the strength of the army in Ma.iras by 
one battalion. The relief of the Ist battalion 18th Royal Irish, by the 
the 2nd battalion 24th, from the Mauri however, being carried out, 
and the consequence of this step will be that the 8Uth Regiment will re- 
turn to England in the spring, its place in Bengal being taken by one of 
the battalions now quartered in the Madras Presidency. The 80th will 
follow the 44th, 72nd, 54th, 56th, and Ist battalion 18th, already under 
orders for home. 

Lieut-General Sir Richard Airey, the new Governor of Gibraltar, 
has appointed as his aide-de-camp Captain Hood, of the 2sth Regiment, 
who was aide-de-camp to Sir W. Codrington, and Lieutenint Bolton 
J. A. Monsell, 73rd Regiment, — Lieutenant-Colonel Pearson, of the 
Grenadier Guards, will be his Assistant Military Secretary. 

It has been announced at Chatham Dockyard that the "appointment of 
Principal Storekeeper, vacant by the retirement on superannuation of Mr. 

Laws, has been conferred by the Admiralty upon Mr. Astiey Paston 
Cooper, formerly storekeeper and accountant at the naval and victualling 
establishment, Trincomalee, Ceylon, 

Lieut, Prince Alfred rejoined his ship, the screw corvette Racoon, 22, 
Capt. Count Gleichen, at Spithead, on the 2nd inst., oa return from leave 
of absence. 

Although a party of workmen have commenced taking to pieces the 
wooden serew frigate Belvidera, 51, 600-horse power, the only unarmoured 
vessel of that class now on the stocks at Chatham Dockyard, where she 
has heen standing idle for about six years, no orders have yet been received 
as to the ultimate fate of the fine 91-gun screw two-decker Bulwark, about 
lf completed, on the adjoining slip. Some time since a report re 
specting her was called for from the master shipwright’s department, and 
it was then thought she would undergo conversion, be cut down, have one 
of her decks removed, her hull armour-plated, and be converted into a 
turret-ship. As she is almost the only two-decker now lying at any of the 
dockyards in a partial state of completion, and various circumstances pre- 
venting her being converted into an armour-plated frigate, it is suggested 
that sne may be compicted as a turret-ship of the Royal Sovereign class, 
for which her size and other circumstances well adapt her. 

Arrangements are ordered to be carried out on an extensive system in 
Woolwich Arsenal for the purpose of fulfilling the design of the War De- 
partment, long contemplated, of superseding the use of timber for gun- 
carriages throughout the two services, and establishing that of iron in its 
stead. 

The Royal Alfred, iron-cased wooden frigate, 4,056 tons, 800-horse 
power, will be completed in her armour plating and floated out of No.8 
dock of Portsmouth yard early in the ensuing month. This ship first 
appeared on the Admiralty Navy List as one of the latest improved 90-gun - 
screw line-of-battle-ships, and was all but completed in that form at Ports 
mouth, when iron-clothed ships became popular. She was then ordered 
to be razeed toa frigate, divested of quarter and stern galleries, figure- 
nead, &e., giving a conical shaped stem and a swan-breast stem, and 
clothed externally, from five feet below her load water-line upward, with 
4} inch rolled iron armour plates. In the meantime, however, 4}-inch 
iron-plating on the sides of a wooden ship possessing no inner iron skin 
had been demonstrated by experiments at Shocbury and elsewhere to be 
worse than useless. Accordingly the Royal Altred has been again re~ 
arranged, and in her new and latest form will, without doubt, be the most 
formidable iron-cased converted wooden ship afluat. She will at the same 
time possess serious points of weakness, which are unavoidable in a con- 
verted woolen vessel. Purely asa specimen of workmanship, or rather, 
we should say, as a specimen of the skill of shipwrights in iron work, the 
Royal Alfred will surpass every other ship alloat. The edges of the 
armour-plating have been fitted with excessive nicety, and the plates sub- 
jected to a course of most claborate and costly chipping, filing, aud burn 
ishing which seems unnecessary.

‘A correspondent of the Army and Navy Gazette writes:—The P, 
and O. Company's ship Poonih arrived at Southampton on the 2nd ult. 
with the India and China mails, passengers, &. We regret to learn that 
between Hong Kong and Malta five deaths occurred, the first of which, 
that of Mr, Christopher Albert, master, R.N., took place when within 
day of Singapore. Lieutenant H. G. Hale, late in command of Her 
Majesty's gunboat Weazel, died when within a day of Penang; Major 
Atkinson, when within a day of Point de Galle; then Mr, Charles 
Kettyles, quartermaster of 20:h Regiment, when ‘within two days of 
Suez; and, lasily, a private soldier of the 1th Regiment, soon after 
leaving Alexandria. All these were invalids, and the fact tells very 
mach against the absurb system of delaying sending men home till hardly 
a hope exists of their recovery, which is invariavly the case, more 
especially in the navy. Whether it is the fear of responsibility on the 
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part of the medical officers, or that they are too much bound down b: 
red-tapeism, it is hard to say; at all events, such cases should be wort! 
the consideration of those in authority. Few things shocked the pas- 
‘engers more than the want of any means of providing for ,the invalided 
soldiers on disembarking at Suez. There was no sick quarters, no one 
to atiend to the men, and had it not been for the kindness shown 
by some of the passengers, whose indignation was aroused by 
such neglect, one poor fellow would probably have died ere he reached 
the train. The men were unprovided with money to pay for meals or 
‘oy trifling wants while crossing the Desert, and money had to be sub- 
‘scribed for them. Surely it would be an easy matter to establish sick 
quarters at Suez, with a medical man at hand to receive invalids of both 
services, and see that they were properly attended to while waiting at Suez, 
which they sometimes have to do for many hours, A distinguished officer, 
who arrived at Southampton in the Poonah, was an eye witness to the 
whole of this management, and we sincerely hope he will bring the matter 
before the proper authorities. 
VOYAGE OF HER MAJESTY’S SHIP TAMAR. 

‘The troop ship Tamar, Captain Frederick H. Stirling, went into Ports- 
mouth harbour on the 6th inst., and anchored alongside the scull jetty in 
the dockyard. She arrived during the previous night from China, after a 
long and tedious voyage, the particulars of which will doubtless be read 
with interest, 

She left England on the 15th of October, 1864, for the coast of Ire- 
land. Arriving at Kingstown she embarked the 86th Regiment for 
Gibraltar. Soon after leaving Kingstown she encountered a “fearful 
gale,” as described by those on board, during which two men were washed 
Overboard. One was saved and the other drowned. During the gale the 
ship beiaved remarkably well. She arrived safely at Gibraltar on the 
26th of the same month, and disembarked the troops from Kingstown, 
On Nov. 3 she embarked the 2nd Battalion 9th Regiment for China, 
arriving at the Cape of Good Hope on the 7th of December, and Singa- 
pore on the 2th of January, reaching Hong Keng on the 7th of Febru- 
ary, having made a remarkably fine passage. On the Ist of March she 
sailed from Hong Kong, having there embarked portions of the 67th and 
‘99th Regiments, bound for the Cape of Good Hope. She called at Bata- 
via en royage, and arrived at Natal, South Africa, on the 10th of April, 
where she disembarked the head-quarters of the 99th Regiment. On the 
15th of April she embarked a portion of the 11th Regiment for service in 
China. Proceeding to Buffalo Mouth, a wing of the 67th Regiment was 
disembarked, and the ship retumed to China, calling at the Mauritius, 
where she arrived on the 28th of April, and left again on the 4th of May, 
calling at Singapore on the 19th, having made a very fine pi 
between the Mauritius and Singapore in 15 da 
she reached Hong Kong, at whieh port the Ith Re 
The Tamar was detained at Hong Kong until the 26th of July, awaiting 
the arrival of troops from the north of China. Having embarked a 
number of naval and military invalids, also portions of the 67th and 99th 
Regiments, she sailed tor Singapore, where she arrived on the Sth of 
August, making the Mauritius on the 27th. On the 11th of September 
she was at the Bullalo Mouth, where she disembarked portions of the 67th 
Regiment and the 99th. On the 13:h she called at Algoa Bay, reaching 
Simon's Bay on the 16th, sailing again on the 24th, after having em- 
barked more military invalids, “Ou the 3rd of September St. Helena 
was made, Ascension on the 9th, and St. Vincent on the [9th. During 
the homeward passage of the Tamar, the rate of mortality on board has 
been large, no less than twenty-six deaths having occurred since she left 
China; the deaths, however, occurred chiefly among the invalids. Mr, 
Gruchy, the chief engineer, died, as did also the Rev. Mr, Hackett, and 
Lieut. Lyster, R.E. She has brought home Colonel Yon: i 
ment; Licut. Kenwick, 67th Regiment ; Capt. Maunsell, 2 
ith Regiment, wife, and two children ; Capt, Barnard, 961h Regiment ; 

2nd Bat- 
talion 9th Regi Lieut. England, Ist West India Regiment 
Assistant Surgeon Beath, in charge of invalids; Sta? Assistant Surgeon 

Tracey, from the Cape of Good Hope ; Staif Assistant Surgeon 
Smith, from’ the Cape of Good Hope, in charge of invalids, wife, and 
two children; Purveyors’ Clerk Mr, Hutchins, wife, and two chil- 
dren; Mr. Blackmore, wife, and four children; also Lieut. Cardew, 
67th Resiment; Lieut. Cumming, late 2nd Battalion 9th Regi- 
meat, wife, and two children ; Nightengale, harbour master 
of Simon's Bay, wife, and four children; also Surgeon Palmer, and 
Assistant Surgeon Inman, both the latter having completed their time of 
service in China; Sub-Lieutenant Stuart, invalided from the Princess 
Royal ; Second Master Dobson, late of the Weasel; Sub-Lieutenant 
Luihy, of the Valorous (to pass’ for promotion); Assistant Paymaster 
Rawlinson, late of the Egmont. The last named officer is for disposal by 
the Admiralty. The troops brought home, including military officers, 
ladies, soldiers’ wives, and children, include 13 officers, 237 men, 13 ladies, 
24 children, 8 attendants, 36 soldiers’ wives, and 58 soldiers’ children. On 
board the Tamar were also Mrs. Caine, wife of the British Consul at 
Swa‘ow, and family ; also the widow of the Rey. Mr. Hackett, who died on 
the passage, and three children ; 95 naval invalids from different ships on 
the station were also brought to England in the Tamar. The mortality 
caused by dysentery and tever is chiefly attributable to change of climate, 
many of those who died having been extremely ill on embarkation. One 

oor fellow was lying dead on the deck, with the union-jack placed over 
im, while the Tamar was moored off the jetty, She will undergo a 
thorough repair prior to further service.

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His Honour said the question whether the defendants were justified in de- 
clining to transfer shares to a rival bank must be decided at the hearing of 
the cause and not upon demurrer. Therefore he proposed to overrule the 
demurrer, but he would reserve the question of costs till the hearing. 

Tar Communication BETWEEN INDIA AND CutNa.—The Friend 
of India says:—“ It is time that the Indian Government should seriously 
take up the question of constructing a line of telegraph between Caleutta 
and Hong Kong. For this there are two routes ; the first and best through 
Cachar and Muninpore,recommended by Dr. Williams. late Political Agent 
at Mandalay, and the second through Rangoon and Bhamo, the frontier 
town of the Burmese territory. The latter is the route recommended for 
the construction of a railway to connect Burmah and China, by Captain 
Williams and the Messrs. Sprye. We have always ridiculed the idea of 
a‘ railway,’ but the same objections do not hold good in the case of a 
telegraph; it would only require a few Europeans at the various signal 
stations who would not be molested, as the Burmese and Chinese are 
easier people to manage than the tribes of ‘Turkish Arabia.”

Fine at Beate’s Wuarr.—A destructive fire occurred on Monday 
the uth ult. at Beale’s wharf, Tooley-street near the scene of the Great 
Fire of 1861. A boy and a porter were on the premises belonging to 
the Messrs. Beale, abuut 5 o'clock, for the purpose of lighting the engine 
fire, when they noticed a smell of something burning. and concluded a 
fire had broken out. The boy at once went for the engine and gave the 
alarm to the police. A constable who was on duty sent immediately to 
Watling-street, and to the stations on the Surrey side of the river. In @ 
short time two land steam engines arrived on the spot. The flames had 
by this time reached the first floors of the warchouse, in which were stored 
tea, Spanish liquorice, cane, seed, and pepper, and from the nature of the 
goods and mode in which they are packed they spread rapidly. Other 
engines arrived in quick succession, and there were prescnt in a short 
time no less than eight land steam engines, two manual power engines, 
and the floating steam engine all in full play. The flames spread to several 
floors, but at last, between eleven and twelve o'clock, they were brought 
under control, and soon after extinguished. There has been destroyed about 
1,200,0001b. of tea, worth £100,000, Hay’s Wharf adjoining has escaped. 
without damage.

‘The partners of the firm of Buchanan, Hamilton, and Co. were for-

We understand that the assets and 
liabilities of each firm will be dealt with separately, but it is not 
finally decided. 

The biddings for 35,00,000 rupees (£350,000) in bills on 
India took place at the Bank of England. ‘The proportions al- 
lotted were—to Calcutta, 19,16,000 rs,; to Madras, 5,84,000rs, 5 
and to Bombay, 10,00,000 rs. The minimum price was as 
before, viz.

The following has been published in The Times’ city article 
on the adullcration of piece goods, which it is to be hoped will 
be a caution to the unprincipled people in Manchester, who 
have thrown such discredit on their “cloth 2"— 

A year or two back the question of the adulteration of cotton by Indian 


shippers to the English market attracted great attention, and steps were 
taken at Bombay to check the evil, Some similar corrective seems now 
to be required on this side, the goods shipped from Manchester to. India 
having of late been found to be mixed with a proportion of foreizn 
substances far beyond anything previously experienced. ‘T'he articles tlius 
manufactured become mildewed and rotten, as they are especially liable to 
absorb moisture, and it is said that from’ all the up country 
dealers complaints are received by the merchants at Bombay anid 
Calcutta, and that the repute ‘of British goods is undergoing 
damage that may create a prejudice such as it would take years to 
eradicate, An analysis_lately made of certain samples "showed 
them to be compesed of only about 66! per cent. of cotton fibre, the re- 
mainder consisting of fermented flour 14 per cent., mineral matter about 
13 per cent., and Hyzroseopie water about 6§ per cent., although in good 
cloth the proportion of cotton fibre should not be less than 88 or 90 per 
cent. It isan important consideration that the annoyance and losses oc- 
casioned by these goods tend to damage ina nearly equal degree the sale 
of the beiter sorts, since a general distrust is excited, and buyers 
are afraid to operate in any descriptions. If similar practices should 
be found to prevail with regard to goods shipped to the United 
States, the ultimate consequeuces in checking the reputation and 
extent of our commerce may be still more serious, Some of the 
Manchester people argue that the matter is purely one of price, and 
that if a demand exists for goods at quotationa that can only be met by the 
use of worthless materials it is our business to supply it. But, althongh 
this view ie unanswerable, provided the goods are shipped with a true de: 
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nation of their quality, it will not justify the practice of pretending that 
they are such as have hitherto had a place in ordinary trade. ‘The Cotton 
Frauds Act in India to protect buyers of cotton from adulteration was 
passed at the urgent request of Lancashire manufacturers, and there is no 
difference between the two positions, except that the adulteration of goods 
being more difficult of detection than that of the raw material, any penal 
ties or restrictions that may be adopted should be enforced with especial 
rigour in the former case. 

‘The Paris correspondent of a contemporary writes on the 
silk trade :— 

Trade has improved among the silk manufacturers of Lyons, and is pro- 
gressing favourably. Articles suited to the Paris market have advanced 
considerably in price. This favourable change, together with news re- 
ceived from China and Japan, has induced many mill-owners to purchase 
raw silk, Mybash raw silk is bought freely at from 1186 to 120f, while 
there is no demand for European silk. There was likewise a demand for 
white Broussa spun silks at from 125f. to 127f., and at from 120%, to 122f. 
for yellow. The demand for raw silk is more brisk at Marseilles, without 
any change of prices, Eleven bales of spun Syrian silk were sold last 
week at from 100f. to 102f.

The Loard of Trade Returns for the month of September 
tend in some degree to explain the extraordinary absorption of 
gold cvin throughout the country. The amounts disbursed in 
wayes must have experienced a sudden and heavy inerease, since 
the total value of the shipments of inanufactured goods during 
the period has excecded by nearly one-fifth the large totals of 
the corresponding month of the last two years. ‘Their actual 
amount was £17,316,031, showing an augmentation on Sep- 
tember, 1564, of 8,739, or about 18 per cent. At the 
same time this large inerease in value does not fully devote the 
increase that has taken place in the employment of 
hands, since, owing to the full in the cost of the various 
principal staples, the quantities manufactured exhibit a

tity of woollen goods shipped shows an increase of 81 per 
cent., while the increase in value bas been only 29 per cent, 
Of cotton goods the increase has been 11 per cent. in value, 
and 34 per cent. in quantity, and of cotton yarns 90 per cent. 
in value, and 150 per cent. in quantity. It appeara also that 
the activity of commerce has been very evenly diffused through 
most branches of production. In linen mauufactures there has 
been an increased value shipped of 34 per cent., in silk manu- 
fuctures 35 per cent., in iron 23 per cent,, aud in hardwares 4 
per cent, This rapid revival of business has brought the total 
of our first nine months’ exports to nearly the same amount as 
those of the corresponding period of last year, the difference 
now being only three per cent., while contrasted with the first 
nine months of 1863 they show an increase of 15 per cent. 
The value of the exports for the first nine months of 1865 is 
£119,717,377, while the exports for the same period of 1864 
amounted to £123,404,061, and in 1863 to £104,294,713,

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ARTICLES OF IMPORT, 

Tea.—We have had a complete alteration in the tone of our market 
for old teas since the date of our last circular. The very wide difference 
in value between similar qualities ot old and new season's teas attracted 
general attention, and an active demand sprung up for the former, both 
from the trade and speculators, and as the majority of holders have been 
juclined partially to meet the demand a large business has resulted, and an 
advance in prices of 1d. to 14d. per Ib. has been established, whilst in 
some cases even 2d. per lb. more has been realised. ‘The small quantity 
of new teas which has arrived in the fortnight has not been enough to 
test the market, but prices are very firmly supported. Broken-leaf and 
dusty kinds of Congou have sold about $d._per Ib. dearer; fair to 
good common show an advance of Id. per Ib. The fair to good favory 
kinds, of old import, have sold readily at an advance of fully 14d. per Ib. 
‘There have Leen no further arrivals of new Kaisows, but a few remaining 
parcels have realised fully former prices. Common to fair blackish-leaf 
kinds have been taken both on speculative and trade account at an ad- 
vance of Id. to Ijd. per ib, the medium kinds have also 
sold fully Tid. per Ib. higher, In new Monings a few 
chops of the fine (o finest kinds have been resold for export at 1d, 
to 2d. per Ib. above the opening rates; the few on offer of recent 
arrival have been very tirmly held. In new-make Canton sales have been 
made at about previous prices. In Ovlongs there has been a good busi- 
ness done at rather higher rates. In Souchong there has been no material 
alteration. Flowery Pekoes remain as before. In Scented Teas there 
has been rather more business done, but prices have again ruled in favour 
of the buyers, especially for medium Capers and Orange Pckoes over 2. 
per Ib. In Japans the few sales made have been at very extreme rates. 
Indian Teas showno change. Public sales are declared for the 15th inst. 
For Green Teas our market has become less excited, and the very extreme 
rates current a fortnight back cannot now be obtained, such rates being 
higher than exporters could afford to pay. We quote a general decline 
of Id. to 2J. per Ib. on nearly all descriptions ; but at this there is a fair 
demand, especially for oud to fine qualities, parily for home consumption. 
Canton-made teas show no alteration. The stock in the United Kingdom 
on the Sst ult. was estimated at 82 000,00 Ibs., against 85,500,000 lbs., 
and the quantity afloat at 36,505,070 |bs., against 36,660,680 Ibs. At 
Liverpool large orders are still in hand for the New York and Canada 
markets, but generally at impracticable limits; the latest advices from 
New York report a drop of 6 to 7 cents in country Greens owing to the 
arrival of supplies direct from China, The most recent purchases have 
been in Twankays from 9d. to Is. Id. per Ib. for Canada, and fine 
Hysons 2s, 10d. to 3s. 6d. per Ib. for the South American markets. The 
only noteworthy business in direct imports is the sale of the Chalgrove’s

In the meantime the deliveries are progressing fairly 
satisfactorily, ana the telegrams received from China are of a character to 
give renewed tone to the market, £0 that the unloading now taking place 
will probably be taken off readily at full rates. Unfortunately, all the Silk 
arriving and that has arrived for some weeks past in more or less bad 
condition—of course, for this allowances are made, but this is not satis- 
factory either to buyers or sellers; when the mischief arose we have no 
means of judging. whether in the packing or the reeling, but it 
is certain the Silk must have been exposed somewhere to great 
damp. The deliverics for the month are 3,593 bales of China, 
and 1,206 of Japan, ‘The following is from Messrs. Kilburn, 
Kershaw, and Co’s Circular: Silk has been in current demand throughout 
the past month, and there has again been a considerable business doing in 
Chinas and Japans, at gradually advancing rates ; the suddenly increased 
value of money has not affected the market, the position of which is so 
strongly influenced by the China advice : best chop silks bave now reached 
30s. 6d. for No3 Tsatlee, while good marketable parcels of 34 and 4 are 
to 298. ; the best ‘Taysaams are 26s. to 98s, and Japans, 
ash which have been picked are over at 35s. Gd. to 
mrcels at 34s. to 35 at these high figures the 
China Silk Piece Goods.

Per ton on copper, aud 4d. per Ib. on yellow metal, the great demand till 
Continuing, a further advance was declared on the 25th ult, of £3 per ton, 
and 4d. Ib. on yellow metal. The possibility of the difference between 
Spain and the Chilian Government leading to active measures, and a 
blockade of the Chilian ports brought about much speculation. The price 
is now very firm. Foreign is well held, Burra at £97; Capunda, £99 ; 
Chili, £88. 10s. ; Spanish, £87 and £8. Tin: English has been in 
active demand, and the shipments have been very heavy, especially to the 
United States, the consumption also in this country has been very great, 
but notwithstanding the large deliverics, the total stock here and in 
Holland is larger than a month since.
